ARCHBISBHOP IN WRECK,

8pecial Train Collides With Engine, but
Little Damage Results.

East Brookfield, Muss, Sept. 28.—A
special train conveylng the archbishop
of Canterbury from Bar Harbor, Me,
to Washington was wrecked on the
Boston & Albany division of the New
York Central rallroad near the station
here today. The archbishop was not
Injured, although conslderably shaken
up, but not hurt.
